Invasion of Cuba. 

There was a good deal of interest in the 
War department today regarding the expe- 
dition to Cuba. The authoritative state- 
gent which was made in THE TRIBUNE of 
the proposition to send an invading army to 
the island without regard to the result of 
the naval engagement in Cuban waters has 
attracted much attention. 

General Miles still withholds his approval 
of the plan, and he evidently has the support 
of the other military advisers of Secretary 
Alger in this matter. The latter, however, 


is understood to retain his views in regard 


to speedy operations. He finds that, what- 
ever may ‘be the plans of the Navy depart- 
ment in regard to dealing with the Spanish 
fleet, and wherever the squadron of the 
enemy may be or may intend to go, it will 
be possible for the navy to furnish sufficient 
convoys for army transports. This, to the 
mind of Secretary Alger, furnishes abundant 
opportunity for undertaking military opera- 
tions against the Spanish in Cuba.

In the Fifth 
Tilinois the fare has been beans, one ration 
for three days, hardtack, coffee, and side 
meat, also known as sow belly.” Pota- 

toes, canned goods, and vegetables have 
been unobtainable. There is no complaint 
of the hardtack, but bacon or fresh meat 
would be appreciated, along with onions 
and potatoes. The men are on field rations 
and will be for ten days after arrival, though 
potatoes were issued today to the Third IIli- 
nois.

Chickamauga National Park, Ga., May 19.

Tampa, May 19.— [Special. I— The 
news censorship became a real, live fact 
today. Lieutenant John D. Miley, chief aid 
for General Shafter, is the official censor. 
No newspaper matter can leave this city 
that does not possess the signature of Lieu- 
tenant Miley. Fratk R. Hastings, Armour's 
man here, cannot? order meat by cipher. 
Cipher does not dat all. All commercial 
messages must be written out plainly. The 
censorship is absolute in connection with the 
movement of all armed expeditions or ves- 
sels of war : 

A good x turned up this morning and 
the afternoon newspaper men hastened to 
the telegraph office. There they met with 
a chllly reception, however, and not one line 
of the story has so far gotten out of Tampa, 
We are absolutely cut off from information 
here except that which comes in the news- 
papers, several days old. There was a first- 
class bulletin service in the hotel until re- 
cently, but this has now fallen completely 
by the wayside. Not a. telegram trickled 
into this city today giving any information 
as to war operations.

matter. He placed the first responsibility 
on the correspondents, and after them the 
Western Union Telegraph dompany. Every 
telegraph operator was his own censor, and 
when he did not like stuff in copy he just 
cut it out to suit himself. Jacksonville took 
another rap at the copy, and by the time 
it reached the home office it was Hable to 
be anything that the writer did not intend. 

An afternoon paper violated the govern- 
ment’s instructions today. When General 
Shafter saw the offending article he or- 
dered a letter to be sent to all the papers 
published here, saying they would be sup- 
pressed if they published prohibited news. 

There are rumors of Spanish spies in 
Tampa. Spain undoubtedly has many sym- 
.pathizers here, but so far the government 
has not been able to catch them in any 
unlawful act. The secret service depart- 
ment is on the alert, and every stranger 
is watched closely. : 

One thing, however, seems to be self- 
evident. There will be no movement of the 
invading army for at least a week. General 
Ludlow, chief of the engineers, and other 
important army officers have gone to 
Washington, to be gone for ten days. Just 
why they were summoned to Washington 
these officers would not tell, and even if the 
correspondents knew they would not be al- 
lowed to tell.

1S STRUNG UP BY THE WRISTS. 


Punishment Accorded a Member of the 
Nineteenth Regiment Causes In- 
dignation at Mobile. 


Mobile, Ala., May 19.—[Special.]—The 
monotony of the daily round of drills and 
forced marches was broken at the camp of 
the regulars close to Mobile today by an 
incident which has caused the severe con- 
démnation of an officer by press and public. 

Among the recent recruits in the Nine- 
teenth Regiment is a young fellow, appar- 
ently not over 21 years of age, who gives 
the name of Edward Bauman. Heclaimsto 
be the son of a Chicago millionaire and to 
have seen service with Jameson’s raiders in 
South Africa and on a British war vessel 
in Alagoa Bay. He is evidently demented, 
but is a youth of refinement and education, 
something of a linguist, and a competent 
stenographer and typewriter. 

Yesterday evening he exhibited his weak- 
ness by ordering his company like an officer 
during the evening inspection and he was 
placed under arrest for safe keeping. To- 
day, in the regular order of things, he was 
placed among the prisoners’ work gang en- 
gaged in cleaning up the camp and he re- 
fused to work.

Loud complaints were made against this 
treatment by those of his company who rec- 
ognized that the unfortunate fellow was 
suffering from dementia, and his condition 
became apparent even to those who had be- 
lieved him shamming when he was re- 
leased and tried to kill himself.

Matters Over and Conclude There 
Have Been Misrepresentations. 


Washington, D. C., May 19.—As the result 
of several recent exchanges between the 
officials of the State department and those 
of the French Embassy an agreeable under- 
standing has been reached which gives as- 
surances of a continuance of the traditional 
friendship existing between the United 


States and France. It has served to make 


clear that each government has the fullest 


‘confidence in the friendly attitude of the 


other and many criticisms or animosities 
aroused by recent incidents in the war have 
not been shared by the government officials 
of either country. 
In the.recent exchanges the attitude of 
some of the Parisian newspapers in criticism 


of the United States, as well as those of this | 


country in eriticism of France, has been 
‘gone over. It was pointed out by the State 


department officials that they had expressly 
disclainied any sympathy or indorsement of 


these criticisms and that at most they were 


private expressions in no way reflecting. 
the feeling of the United States government 


toward France. On the other hand, the 


French authorities have given assurances . 


that the French press criticisms came from 
an unrepresentative class of radical Parisian 
hewspapers and in no way represented that 
cordial sentiment entertained by the French 
government and French people toward the 
United States. It was shown also that the 
more influential and representative journals 
in touch with the government maintained 
the most friendly tone towards this country. 

At the same time all misapprehension on 
the steamer Lafayette incident and the al- 
leged delay in official dispatches from Mar- 
tinique were cleared up.

Scramble of Popocratic Leaders in Ne- 
braska to Get Office Under the Free 
Silver Advocate.

Lincoln, Neb., May 19.—[Special.]—The 
scramble of politicians to gain notoriety by 
getting into Bryan’s regiment of home 
guards has already begun, and it is evident 
that the companieg selected to fill the regi- 
ment will come from localities where Popo- 
cratic strikers can be found to fill the offices. 

The Harlan County company is one of the 
first selected, in order that A. B. Shellen- 
berger, a Popocratic lecturer and organizer 
of the Bimetallic league, may be made either 
a Lieutenant Colonel or a Major.

PREPARE HALIFAX FOR ATTACK. 


Royal Engineers Place Rapid Fire Bat- 
teries in Position and Erect a 
3 Range Finder. 


Halifax, N. S., May 19.—[Special.)—Im- 
provements of a most important nature are 
going on quietly but rapidly at various fortl- 
fications in and about Halifdx. At the cita- 
del, the batteries of which overlook the sea 
and land for miles at George's Island, end 
at McNab’s Island, the guns of which com- 
mand the main channel of the harbor, a con- 
siderable force of men is employed and will 
be employed for several weeks to come 
effecting improvements under the direction 
of the royal engineers. 

A range finder, now in course of erecticn, 

will reach for miles over the territory to the 
north and west of the city and across the 
harbor and over the hills behind the Town of 
Dartmouth. Its powerful glasses will sweep 
the Atlantic twenty or thiry miles beyond 
the entrance to the bay. 

At George's Island and MeNad's Island the 
army authorities have ordered the imme- 
diate erection of batteries for rapid-firing 
machine guns, and these are now in process 
of construction. It is understood here that 
the work of erecting the much-talked-about 
fortifications at St. Johns, N. F., will be 


commenced within a short time under the | 
direction of the royal engineers in this gar- 
vison. The fortifications will be erected on 


the high hills at either side of the narrow 
entrance to St. John’s harbor. A sea attack 
on these forts would have to be made from 
a long distance off shore.

ARMY FOR MANILA IS PICKED. 


Within Ten Days Troops Will Probably 
Be on the Way to Reinforce 


Dewey. 


Washington, D. C., May 19.—The regular 
troops which are to accompany the expedi- 
tion to the Philippines were determined upon 
at the War department today, and orders 
for them to proceed promptly to the coast 
will be issued. These, with the volunteers 
from California, Colorado, Kansas, Minne- 
sota, Nebraska, Oregon, Utah, Wyoming, 


North and South Dakota, and Idaho, will 


make up the sum total from which are to be 
taken the troops which are to be sent to re- 
inforce Admiral Dewey and enable him to 
take and hold the City of Manila. 

The public admission that the occupation 
of the islands is intended was made known 
in an order of the department today detail- 
ing several officers for duty in that connee- 
tion. The Quartermaster’s department re- 
ports that the four ships which have been 
chartered for the transpacific trip should be 
ready to sail inside of ten days at the most. 
The City of Peking, which will get away 
first, is almost ready. : 

The commissary department was ad- 
vised that supplies for 13,000 men were to 
reach San Francisco today from Chicago. 
They are calculated on a basis of three 
months at the rate ofa ration a day for each 
man, 


NEBRASKA MEN REACH COAST. 


Expected That the First Detachment of 
Troops Will Sail for Manila 
on Saturday. 


San Francisco, Cal., May 19.—Nebraska’s 
contribution of. men to the army which is 
to be sent to Manila arrived here tonight. 
There are thirty carloads of them, number- 
ing €80 men and Officers. Another trainload 
comprising 300 more soldiers from the same 
State is detained at Reno, Nev., owing to the 
wrecking of another train. 

In three days, if everything goes well, the 
First Regiment of United States California 


volunteer infantry will be on, their way to 


Manila. The regiment is fully equipped with 
the exception of uniforms, which are being 
distributed as rapidly as possible. Orders 
from Washington are to the effect that the 
men must start on Saturday at the latest, 
and the work of loading the City of Peking, 
which is to transport the troops, is being 
rushed so that it will be ready for sea by 
that time. It cannot possibly sail before 
Saturday. 

Three cases of measles appeared in the 
soldier camp at the Presidiv today, and a 
consultation of physicians and officers is 
being held. The disease first appeared in the 
camp of the companies from Oregon, and it 
has been decided to isolate the men from 
that State. 

Arrangements are being made by the Red 
Cross to enlist twenty-four nurses to accom- 
pany the first Philippine expedition. The 
nurses will have to enlist as regular soldiers, 
but will be exempt from military duties.

TAKEN FOR 
HORSETHIEF, | 


The Rev. Sabin Halsey of Milwaukee 
Arrested on Suspicion of Horse Steal- 
ing and for Alleged Intoxication. 


Racine, Wis., May 19.—[{Special.]—The 
Rev. Sabin Halsey of Milwaukee, once the 
most prominent Methodist minister in Wis- 
consin, was arrested in this city today on 
suspicion of being a horsethief, but a 
charge of intoxication was preferred, and 
this was withdrawn upon the reverend gen- 
tleman paying the costs in court, amounting 
to $4.50. 

The arrest of Mr. Halsey was made under 
peculiar circumstances. He appeared upon 
one of the public thoroughfares with a horse 
and buggy literally covered with mud. He 
was also bespattered and had no control of 
the horse, which was running from one side 
of the street to the other, while he sat bent 
over and apparently asleep. An officer 
stopped the horse, not knowing who the 
man was, and believing that he might have 
stolen the rig, jumped in and questioned him. 

The gentleman replied that he had not 
stolen the rig, that his name was Halsey, 
and that he came from Milwaukee. The 
officer said it looked rather suspicious and 
took him to the county jail. . 

Here he explained that he was the Rev. 
Sabin Halsey, but doubts were expressed 
as to the truth of the claim. He was 
searched and his bank book bore the name 
he had given. A gold watch. some money, 
and a bottle partly filled with whisky were 
found in his pockets. The Rev. Mr. Haylett 
of the Methodist church called at the jail 
and identified the unfortunate divine. Mr. 
Halsey was asked what he had been locked 
up for, and he said on a charge of horse 
stealing. 

A year ago he was obliged to retire from 
the ministry on account of sickness, and 
afterward conducted a store at Milwaukee. 
This he sold out, and claims that he was 
driving to Kenosha Cotinty to join his wife 
when arrested. He had owned the horse 
two years. He denied having drank any 
liquor. He was arraigned in the municipal 
court on a charge of intoxication and pleaded 
not guilty, but agreed to pay all costs if the 
charge were withdrawn, and it was done.

Elder of. Milwaukee district two years and 
pastor of the leading Milwaukee Methodist 
church many years, and also pastor at Janes- 
ville.

If that speech carried 
any special significance to the heads of the 
other European governments—and there are 
many reasons for believing that it did— 
it was in the form of a notice that in any 
combination calculated to embarrass the 
United States in Sringing the war to an ear- 
ly and successful termination in accordance 
with the principles and policies recognized 
by nations generally, it would be necessary 
to take Great Britain into the account on 
the side of fair play. That it has had the 
effect designed is evident by the rage jt has 
provoked in Spain, as well as the suspension 
of combinations between the ather powers, 
even though it may have excited a feeling 
of bitterness towards Great Britain.

There is a growing feeling of tineasiness 
on the continent to what our Paris corre. 
spondent gave expression the other day at 
the prospect of the Philippines being re. 
tained by the United States. Should the 
war continue that uneasiness is likely to be 
deepened by the American conquest of all 
the colonial possessions of Spain, but the 
Philippines will probably remain the prin. 
cipal cause of anxiety. 

It may be doubted, however, whether any 
concert of the continental powers ts possible 


for the purpose of attempting to apply co- 


ercion to the United States. 
England assuredly would not join in any 
such enterprise, and might in certain cir- 
cumstances take an active part in foiling it, 
France, Germany, and Russia woulc caink 
twice before trying to apply to the U. ted 
States treatment which they might have 
found it inconvenient to carry far even in 
the case of Japaz, and which if successful 
would in all probability lead to grave dis- 
sension over the division of the spoil.

Don Antonio is rather to be pitied than 
For he has suffered greatly 
in Spain for having been the son of the 
terribly unpopular Duke of Montpensier, 
brother-in-law of Queen Isabella, and his 
wife, too, the Infanta Eulalie, has always 
treated him with a scarcely disguised con- 
tempt, which other people have been only 
too ready to imitate. Moreover, when his 
father died it was found that he had left 
the major portion of his fortune not to his 


| only son, Don Antonio, but to the younger 


son of his only daughter, the Countess of 
Paris. 

This boy, who bears the name of Ferdi- 
nand, has likewise inherited his grand- 
father’s title of Montpensier. 


Yet with all that Don Antonio is a kindly, 
harmless, and, withall, courageous Prince, 
who deserves considerable credit for having 
relinquished the luxuries and comforts of 
life in Paris and Madrid, as well as all the 
prerogatives of his royal rank, in order to 
join what is practically a forlorn hope in 
Cuba, and to share the hardships and priva- 
tions of the siege of Havana. , 

Princess Eulalle meanwhile remains at 
Paris, where she is codperating with her 
mother, Queen Isabella, in securing the 
sympathy of the French for Spain in the 
present war. 

There are persistent rumors in London/’of 
an impending match between young Lord 
Revelstoke, head of the house of Baring, 
and Princess Victoria of Wales, daughter 
of the Prince and Princess of Wales. The 
rumors, which have been current for some 
time past, have been recently revived and 
acquired new strength through the simul- 
taneous presence of the young peer and of 
the Princess at Cromer. 

Lord Revelstoke has known the Princess 
for many years, and has been a frequent 
visitor at Gunton, the country seat of his 
relative, Lord Suffield, and which is in the 
immediate neighborhood of Sandringham. 

Lord Revelstoke is a brother of Cecil 
Baring, now on his way to Klondike, and 
who was engaged to marry Miss Grace 
‘Wilson, now Mrs. Cornelius Vanderbilt. 
Should Lord Revelstoke marry the Princess 
he would be created a Duke, like his Grace of 
Fife, who married Princess Louise of Wales. 


The Austrian Empress, having sold her 
superb villa at Corfu to the Lord Byron 
Memorial society, which proposes to use it 
as an orphanage, has caused to be transport- 
ed thence to Meyerling the beautiful 
monument which she erected in honor of her 
only son, the ill-fated Crown Prince Ru- 
dolph. The monument is a pure white mar- 
ble pyramid about four meters high, show- 
ing the Crown Prince in relief. It is to find 
a site in the grounds of the convent and 
chapel which now occupy the place of that 
hunting lodge of the Prince in which he met 
his so tragic death. 

The French courts are now occupied in 
endeavoring to interpret the testamentary 
wishes of Mme. Furtado-Heine, who died 
last year leaving a fortune of some $25,000,- 
6000 


Mme. Heine was, on the mother’s side, the 
granddaughter of Achille Fould, the prin- 
cipal Minister of Finance of Napoleon III., 
and was closely related, therefore, to the 
Marcuis de Breteuil, wedded to Miss Garner 
of New York. She was married to Charles 
Heine, the banker, and cousin of the famous 
German poet, and on losing her husband 
she adopted his niece, Mlle. Furtado. 

The latter has been twice married. Her 
first husband was General Michel Ney, Duke 
of Eichingen, who perished under such mys- 
terious and tragic circumstances twelve 


years ago in a deserted house at Croissy, 


near Paris, that the authorities, acting in 
the interests of the family, abandoned all 
attempt to discover the perpetrators of the 
crime, fearing tht the revelations would 


prove more damaging to the victim than the 


urderer. 
Duchess subsequently became the 
wife of the fat and jolly Duke of Rivoll, 
known to so many Americans as the Presi- 
dent and leading spirit of the great Cercle 
de la Mediterranee at Nice. and who is the 
grandson of the first Napoleon's most ccle- 
brated lleutenant and Field Marshal, Mas-

By her first marriage the Duchess had 
children, one of them, a daughter, being 
married to Prince Jerome Murat, son of that 
Prince Murat who was engaged at one time 


to Miss Gwendolin Caldwell of Washington. 


When Mme. Heine died last year, and her 
will was read, it was found that she had 
practically disinherited all her relatives, 
and even her adopted daughter and niece, 
the Duchess of Rivoli, in favor of the lat- 
ter’s daughter, Princess Joachim Murat, and 
her children. 

According to the main body of the will the 
Princess was her sole heir. But by a cod- 
icil this was modified, and the inheritance 
of the Princess was restricted to an annuity 
of $130,000 a year, while the four young chil- 
dren of the Princess were made the chief and 
universal legatees. 

— 

Until now the administration has re- 
mained in the hands of the executors. But 
Prince Murat has brought suit in order to ob- 
tain control of the whole estates on the 
ground that, as the legal and principal guar- 
dian of his children, he is better qualified 
than any one else to administer their prop- 
erty and to take charge of their interests. 

It is probable that the courts will comply 
with his demand. For this Prince who bears 
the title of Prince of Ponte Corvo has 
shown no disposition as yet to follow in the 
financial footsteps of his spendthrift father, 
being, on the contrary, rather inclined to 
meanness in money matters than to extrava-- 


gance.

Orders for Immediate Shipment Keep 
Fully Up to Expéctations of Whole- 
salers, Considering That the Wenth- 
er Is Generally Bad Throughout the 
Western Country, While Men on the 
Read Talk Hopefully of the Outlook 
tor Fall—Prices Continue Steady. 


Wars and rumors of wars are having) any- 
thing but a depressing effect on dry goods. 
Immediate deliveries are gotng out in large 
quantities, and men on the road are sending 


year. All the conditions point to a fall and 
winter trade of unusual proportion, and 3 
period of pronounced prosperity for both the 
jobber and the retailer. Toa certain extent 
it has been a weather market in many parts 
of the country, this being particularily true 
of the West, where rains have been so fre- 
quent as to Interfere with business. Other 
conditions have also been more or less un- 
favorable, cold continuing in sections where, 
according to the calendar, warm weather 
might be expected. These things, of course, 
affect the trade only temporarily and will 
soon cease to be a factor. Nothing in the gen- 
eral dry goods list shows any special change 
in prices. The demand is sufficientiy strong 
to maintain values even if stocks were larger 
than at present. They are not excessive la 
any direction, and in some are decidedly low. 
The urgent demand from government 
sources has entirely cleaned up the market 
on government blankets, but as these are 
of a quality and grade not used dy the gen- 
eral trade to any great extent, the market 
has not been affected so much as the manu- 
facturer, who has been forced to change his . 
manufacturing methods in ag to meet the 
unexpected demands.
